{it has been ascertained that Elisa Keller Keller was born in Tasmad, Savaj 
Frovinea, Rumania on 24 January 1914. She is the daughter of Pablo and Fanny 
Keller and the sister of Andres, Alexander, Tiberius, Ila, Maraci, and Rosalia 
Keller, She arrived by ship in Iquicue, Chile from Rumania on 6 November. 
21936. Until reaontly sha was employed in the Gaja de Segura Obligatorio 
(Worknen's Social Security Agency) in Santiago, but at present is relegated 

ta the southern town of Chance Chile, where she reports daily to the head of 
the local Investigaciones detachment. She has Santiago cedule 921187. 

There is no record of her having left Chile since her arrival. 


Resalia Keller de Falma was born in Tasmad, Savaj Province, Rumania, on 

13 September 1919 and, eccomnanied by her mother, arrived in Chile on 14 Noven- 
ber 1930. In L941 she was a student at the University of Chile but subse- 
quently married Daniel Palma Robledo, the Secretary General of the Chilean 
Communist Youth. She is the bearer of Santiago cedula No. 1225308. At 

present she is also relegated to Chanco, where she must report daily to 
Investigaciones. 
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
